The limitation "said conductive adhesive material is solder" to new dependent claim 7 raises the issue of new matter. There is no 
description in the specification to support the feature "the conductive adhesive material is solder. The closet disclosure in the 
specification is as follows: 

On page 2, lines 13-26 of the specification, there are two embodiments of the capacitance type sensor: first embodiment has a solder 
layer (page 2 lines 13-18), and a second embodiment has one of conductive elastomer, a conductive adhesive material layer or 
conductive paint layer. Thus, the conductive adhesive material can be substituted by a solder, but the conductive adhesive material layer 
and solder layer are not equivalent function each other. 

On page 8 lines 22-25 of the specification discloses that "the solder layers H1 and H2 in the above embodiment may be replaced 
with conductive elastomer layers, conductive paint layers or conductive adhesive materila layers", The solder can be replaced with the 
conductive adhesive material layers, but the conductive adhesive material layer is not a solder . 
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
